A meeting was hold this afternoon at tho 


Unitarian Church horo to take action rela- 
tive to the centennial anniversary of the 
birth of William Ellery Chunning, the great 
apostle of Unitarianisrn, on April S, 18SO. 
It is proposed, as the celebration is. to take 
jiliicu hero where Ghanning was born,whore 
he married and where ho spent the morn- 
ing of his days, to build a church to be 
called after his name. The following con- 
ditions were agreed upon. 
First, that 


by April 1, 1880, the sum of §50,000 shall 
bn rnizHfl for t.ho pnrpoQo of fleaoting tlui 
church ; second, that it be centrally located; 
third, that it be built in a substantial man- 
ner of wood, stone or brick ; fourth, that 
the corner stone be laid on the Chauning 
Centennial ; fifth, that before the church is 
used it shall be entirely free from debt. The 
committee organized with the Itev. Charles 
T. Brooks as chairman and llev. M. K. 
Schermerhorn, who was instrumental in 
raising the debt of the Church of the Mes- 
siah, iu New York, as secretary, and Mr. 
William B. Shemmii 03 treasurer.
